Washington, Feb. 27.—There was 
another 
sensational 
scene 
in 
the 
senate Wednesday. Senator Carter, of 
Montana, made the speech of the day. 
The burden of his argument was that 
the republican party nad declared for 
bimetallism in the Minneapolis conven­ 
tion, and that the party has not lived 
up to the platform. 
As soon as the senate met, Mr. Allen, 
of Nebraska, returned to the tariff ques­ 
tion by referring to toe statements of 
Mr. Morrill, Mr. Sherman and Mr. Platt 
during the exciting debate Friday. Mr. 
Allen said he had believed that it was 
the honest purpose of the republican 
party to enact a law placing gold and 
silver on equal terms, but that debate 
developed that the republican leaders 
under no circumstances would accept 
a free coinage measure. Under these 
circumstances he would submit a dis­ 
tinct proposition to the chairman of the 
finance committee, that he (Allen) 
would assure sufficient populist votes to 
give a majority of the senate, if the 
passage of the tariff bill was accompa­ 
nied by the adoption of a free coinage 
amendment. 
“The populist senators 
are ready to swallow your nauseating 
and unjust tariff measure,” said Mr. Al­ 
len, “if you will place silver on equal 
terms w ith gold, but you will not do it.” 
In concluding his speech Mr. Allen held 
up a bill, exclaiming: “Now, to test 
your integrity and your good faith, I 
offer this bill. 
It is your tariff bill, 
without a ‘T’ uncrossed or an T un­ 
dotted except in the title. I say to you 
that if you are ready to show the good 
faith of your assertions for silver and 
link it with the tariff bill, we will 
pledge you six populist votes.” 
Mr. Allen’s bill was then read, it be­ 
ing the tariff bill and a free silver bill 
combined. 
It went to the table tem­ 
porarily. 
Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, offered an 
amendment to the tariff resolution of 
Mr. Carter, directing the finance com­ 
mittee to report back a repeal of the 
one-eighth differential duty on sugar. 
Mr. Carter then took the floor for the 
speech, which had been anticipated 
with keen interest, deeming his attitude 
on the tariff bill. He began by refer­ 
ring to the action of Feb. 13, when the 
motion to take up the tariff bill was de­ 
feated. He said two nows before the 
motion was made he, acting upon the 
suggestion of a member of the finance 
committee, was endeavoring to bring 
about an understanding which might 
result in a satisfactory adjustment of 
the differences on the republican side of 
the chamber. 
The motion of Senator 
Morrill was unexpected, and he, with 
other republicans, voted "no,” and un­ 
der the same circumstances he would 
cast a similar vote. The position in­ 
dicated nothing more than that there 
was no disposition to take up the mat­ 
ter at that time. 
Referring to the tariff bill the senator 
said it was admitted everywhere that 
the bill was not a republican measure, 
but it was a measure to meet an al­ 
leged emergency which the chief exe­ 
cutive stoutly asserted did not exist at 
all. He declared that the silver repub­ 
licans believed they were right 
and 
were firm in their party allegiance. 
Senator Carter said that business de­ 
pressions in this country followed the 
election of 1892 because tariff reform 
meant free trade, and continued: “At 
this momentous point a spark of gen­ 
ius appeared in one of the most deter­ 
mined men 
this country has ever 
known. When the history of our times 
shall be written Mr. Cleveland will be 
accorded the honor of having displayed 
the most marvelous political tact of 
any man of his time.” 
The senator then referred to the fi­ 
nancial and tariff legislation favored 
by the administration, paid his respects 
to the republican senators and repre­ 
sentatives who operated with the demo­ 
cratic administration to bring about 
the repeal of the Sherman silver law, 
and in speaking of the suggestion of 
the President 
that 
the 
greenbacks 
should be retired 
said: “A horde of 
presidential aspirants rushed to politi­ 
cal suicide yelling “Sound 
money!” 
The press of New York City leads the 
procession—“sound money” is their cry. 
And under the cover of this cry the 
President protected himself 
and his 
administration from unjust criticism 


lis was a delusion, a fraud and a snare, 
it would be just as well for the repub­ 
lican party not to make a nomination 
at St. Louis at all.” 
Mr. Carter closed at 2:15 o’clock and 
was greeted with hearty applause from 
the crowded galleries and congratula­ 
tions from a number of his colleagues. 
Mr. Hoar immediately arose to question 
him. 
He took up the charge of Mr. 
Carter that eastern republicans had 
been false to the platform of 1892. Did 
the Montana senator mean, he asked, 
that the construction placed on that 
platform by President Harrison was 
false and elusive? 
Mr. Hoar closed 
with this question: “I ask the senator 
whether we are to understand him to 
say that if he fails to convince his re­ 
publican associates he then proposes to 
say to us: ‘You shall not pass any pro­ 
tective tariff bill unless you surrender 
your convictions to us.’ If a protective 
bill is hereafter presented, fair and just, 
on wool, lead, ore, fruit and the various 
industries of the west, does the senator 
mean to say that he will not let that bill 
pass unless we surrender our convic­ 
tions to him?” 
Mr. Carter stated that the interpre­ 
tation placed upon 
the 
Minneapolis 
platform by the republicans of the east 
would lead them to wipe out the last 
vestige of legislation favorable to sil­ 
ver. 
With such a construction of the 
Minneapolis platform the silver repub­ 
licans were at war now, and would con­ 
tinue to be at war. 
Continuing, Mr. 
Carter made a brief reply to Mr. Hoar’s 
question whether, if defeated in their 
efforts at receiving such legislation as 
they demand at the hands of the repub­ 
lican party, the silver republicans 
would sever their connection with the 
party. 
He said that the republicans of 
the west who construe the platform of 
1892 as favorable to silver would be the 
last to desert the ship, and that if others 
who take a different view of the ques­ 
tion should find it incumbent 
upon 
them to leave the vessel the western 
men would gaze with sorrow upon the 
sad spectacle. 
Mr. Hoar contended that the repub­ 
licans of the east believed in a double 
standard of value in accordance with the 
constitution and the doctrine as pro­ 
mulgated by Alexander Hamilton. 
Mr. Teller declared that the pro­ 
nouncement for bimetallism in the re­ 
publican platform of 1892 was a decla­ 
ration for silver coinage, and he as­ 
serted that Mr. Sherman was the only 
high financial authority who contended 
that bimetallism could be secured by 
any other means than by the coinage 
of both metals on equal terms, and he 
asserted that anyone who held a con­ 
trary view was either 
ignorant 
or 
wanted to deceive. 
• 
Mr. Sherman followed Mr. Teller. 
He said he believed in the use of both 
metals to as great an extent as was 
possible and at the same time main­ 
tain their parity. 
He then discussed 
the meaning of bimetallism as under­ 
stood by him. In this country to-day 
the laboring man received 
a dollar 
equal to gold worth IOO cents, but with 
a free silver dollar, he said, the labor­ 
ing man would be cheated of one-half 
of his dollar. The people were begin­ 
ning to understand this. 
They were 
beginning to learn that free silver coin­ 
age meant cheating the creditors out of 
one-half of their dues. The maintain­ 
ing of both metals as money should be 
on such a basis that each would be 
equal to the other. 
That would be 
true bimetallism. The adoption of free 
silver meant silver 
monometallism 
with a half depreciated silver coin. 
Mr. Sherman said every state east of 
the Missouri river was now in favor of 
bimetallism.

HERE IS ONE MAN 
WHO WANTS A FIOHT 


GOSCHEN DOES NOT FAVOR AR­ 
BITRATION. 


Desperadoes Who Attempted to Loot 
The Wichita 
Falls Bank Meet 
Death at 
the Hands of a Mob 
—Bandits 
at Warren, 
Kansas, 
Still at Large. 


Wichita Falls, Texas, Feb. 27.—Fos­ 
ter Crawford and Younger Lewis, alias 
“The Kid,” who attempted to rob the 
City National bank, killing Cashier 
Dorsey and wounding Bookkeeper P. 
P. 
Langford, 
were 
lynched 
here 
Wednesday night in front of the scene 
of their crime. The two men were ar­ 
rested near Fort Worth after a desper­ 
ate battle with the rangers. They were 
brought here and placed in jail. With 
the announcement of their arrival in 
the city a mob of several hundred per­ 
sons was quickly gathered and, with 
cool leaders, went to the jail and de­ 
manded the robbers and murderers. 
Captain McDonald 
refused to give 
them up and threatened to repulse the 
mob with force if force was used to 
break into the jail. The mob then with­ 
drew. A few hours later Captain Mc­ 
Donald received a telegram, calling him 
and his men at once to Amarillo. It 
is now believed this message was a ruse 
to get him out of the way. 
At 8:30 o’clock the mob, reinforced 
by thousands of curiously inclined, at­ 
tacked the jail. There was no trouble 
in securing admittance and a demand 
for Crawford and “The Kid” produced 
them immediately. The first impulse 
of the half-crazed mob was to burn its 
victims at the stake, and a rush was 
made with the two wretches for the 
public square. Wiser counsel checked 
the rush of the mob and a few hurried 
words cautioned the leaders not to re­ 
peat the awful disgrace of Paris, Tex­ 
as, when a negro was burned at the 
stake in the public square. 
The mob, with its victims, then turn­ 
ed about and went to the bank, where 
the crime was committed. Here, under 
a telegraph pole, a rude scaffold was 
improvised. Both men were forced up­ 
on it, while a nimble young fellow 
climbed the pole and dropped two noos­ 
es over the lower cross-arm. Then yells 
arose of “Hang ‘the Kid’ first.” while 
others shouted: “No, hang Crawford 
first.” It was finally decided to give 
“The Kid” a short shrift, hoping he 
would be frightened into confessing 
former crimes. 
The young fellow, in 
answer to cries from the mob, said that 
his right name was Younger Lewis, and 
that his mother and father lived in Ne- 
osha, Mo. The rope was placed about 
his neck, while he alternately cursed 
and jeered the crowd in front of him. 
He continued chatting and laughing 
with the crowd, poking fun at them 
and cursing for a moment, and then 
some one yelled: “Time is up.” 
“The Kid” said: “I am 20 years old 
and robbed the bank. I am dead game 
and ready to die. Go ahead.” 
In an instant he was pulled up above 
the throng. 
He never quivered 
or 
kicked. Men on the frontier for years 
and years say no gamer man ever died 
He was the coolest man in all the great 
throng. 
All the while Crawford was a specta­ 
tor of the scene. He began to weaken 
and confessed, giving some valuable 
information. 
He placed the responsi 
bility for the crime on “The Kid.” 
The mob pulled him off the impro­ 
vised platform next to the bank he at­ 
tempted to rob, and his head was about 
on a level with the dangling feet of his 
companion. Crawford confessed to the 
robbery, but denied the murder. 
He 
was soon strung up along with his com 
panion, and their bodies are still dang­ 
ling in midair. 


The British Minister Who Places War 
Above That Form of Settling Inter­ 
national Disputes—Wants a Pow­ 
erful Fleet—Rumors as to Egypt 
Denied By Those In Authority. 


London, Feb. 27.—Mr. G. J. Goschen, 
first lord of the admiralty, speaking at 
Leweston, said that conciliation, nego­ 
tiation and arbitration might be valu­ 
able, but woe to the nation lacking the 
courage or means to back their opinion 
by their own resources. 
The new sys­ 
tem of log-rolling and bartering for al­ 
liances, he said, had displaced the old 
system of a balance of power between 
European nations. 
England was not 
clever at this game, he added, and had 
held aloof, although her alliance was 
courted by several groups of powers. 
Our 
isolation, 
therefore,” 
Mr. 
Goschen continued, “is not one of weak­ 
ness, but of freedom to act independ­ 
ently. 
This has caused misunder­ 
standings. 
But it might be hoped that 
recent complications have shown our 
neighbors that the national spirit is not 
dead, and that on certain occasions we 
might be combustible. 
Without be­ 
traying secrets I might say that a very 
distinguished German, not Prince Bis­ 
marck, has been convinced for years 
that England coaid not be moved to 
war by anything short of an attack on 
her central interests in this country. 
That was a dangerous fallacy which has 
not probably been dislodged.**

added, that our relations with the Ger­ 
man emperor were now as cordial as 
they could possibly be. 
He concluded 
with a reference to the necessity for a 
powerful fleet.

ommend the passage of the bill for the 
one-tenth mill levy for building pur­ 
poses for the state university. The 
house ways and means committee has 
recommended it, and it now seems cer­ 
tain of passage. It provides that it shall 
extend five years after the next l°vy, 
but a provision is inserted which unites 
it cover six years in reality. The total 
amount which will thus be given 
is 
$330,000. A resolution was introduced 
in the house to adjourn the session to 
April 19.

to be helpful friends of our church, 
you m ust m ake yourselves so fam iliar 
w ith its underlying principles th a t 
you can alw ays give to others a clear 
and kindly statem ent of our position. 
T h irty years ago the founders of this 
church officially and legally decreed 
th a t "a n y person may 
become a 
m em ber of this church who really de­ 
sires to g et good from it and to do 
good in it.” 
T he above is the only official sta te ­ 
m ent of our position w hich has ever 
been made. 
I t is so far as I know an 
entirely satisfactory statem ent. 
It 
has never been revised and so far as I 
can learn there is a t present no de­ 
sire for any change. 
Well, then, if this is our position, 
le t us understand it clearly and be 
loyal to it. 
We are a church—a 
free, opes, 
hum an church, a strictly voluntary 
association devoted to th e prom otion 
of goodness. 
Our religion, our work and our wor­ 
ship is absolutely divorced from any 
special theological 
or ecclesiastical 
lim itations. 
W hile we regard w ith 
equal in terest all system s of religion 
and all strictly ecclesiastical estab­ 
lishm ents, we are not pledged to any 
special one. 
We are Christian to the Christians.. 
Jew to the Jew s, U nitarian to the 
U nitarians, and R ationalist to the 
R ationalists, only in the sense th a t as 
hum an beings we desire to be hu­ 
m ane to all th a t is hum an. 
This is th e glory of our position. 
N othing th a t \a good and tru e and 
helpful to m an as a m an is excluded 
from our life as a church. 
W hatever 
can in any way assist us in our effort

free to make use of.

Southw orth ex­ 
plained 
w hat th e position of the 
church involved and its responsibilities 
and in closing he 6aid:

the bill this morning by a vote of fif­ 
teen to nine, and it was immediately 
thereafter taken into the house, where 
It was concurred in.

He was Senator Putnam, 
and the vote in the senate was 15 to ll, 
the other S negatives being democrats. 
Three cf the republican senators who 
signed the judiciary report declaring 
the bill unconstitutional, 
Senators 
Austin, 
Spensley 
and 
Officer 
de­ 
clined 
to 
vote 
for 
the 
bill, 
w hile 
Senator 
Youmana 
who 
also signed the report, voted w ith the 
majority. 
All of Rock county’s assemblymen 
spoke yesterday, on the subject of sen­ 
ate districts, 
Mr. Kimball said both 
democratic and republican citizens of 
Rock county were opposed to Rock 
oounty being divided. 
S. S. Jones, of Clinton, also pro­ 
tested against the division of Rock, 
but said that rather than be considered 
an obstructionist, he would vote for 
the bill.

F. Hansen of Beloit, said the 
Rock county representatives did not 
w ant to be considered as obstruction­ 
ists, but that they wanted to eoter a 
protest against the breaking of Rock 
county in the formation of senatorial 
districts.
